Representatives from the 
Katz Group are pleased after 
city council voted to resume 
discussions about the pro¬ 
posed downtown arena and 
to find a mediator to help 
with negotiations before Jan. 
23, 2013. 

The motion passed by 
council late Wednesday after¬ 
noon will see a mediator ap¬ 
point a financial analyst to 
evaluate assumptions and 
analysis from the Katz Group. 
The mediator will also help 
evaluate non-financial issues. 

Following almost five 
hours of discussion and a 


presentation from three 
members of the Katz Group, 
council also voted in favour 
of extending the deadline on 
the land agreement to April 
30, 2013 (from Dec. 31, 2012). 

After the nearly unani¬ 
mous vote, Mayor Stephen 
Mandel told media that the 
arena deal is ultimately “all 
about money.” 

Mandel said all parties are 
now in a position to move 
forward and get some things 
done. 

“We’ve got to get going. I 
mean, this is enough,” he said. 

In a press conference fol¬ 
lowing the council meeting, 
John Karvellas, executive vice 
president of the Katz Group, 
thanked city council for re¬ 
opening the door to negotia¬ 
tions. 

“Our aim today was to re¬ 
start negotiations with the 
city of Edmonton. Again, we 
were very pleased that the 
vast majority of city council-

lors feel the same way,” he 
said. 

Karvellas presented at 
city council and answered 
questions from councillors 
along with Patrick LaForge, 
president of the Edmonton 
Oilers, and Michael Shugar- 
man, the Principal of Shugar- 
man Architecture + Design 
Inc. 

While negotiations are 
back on, several challenges 
remain, including a Winter 
Garden bridge that Katz rep¬ 
resentatives said is “hugely 
important” to the project and 
$100 million that’s missing in 
funding for the project.

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No penalty. 

Fracking 
blowout 
caused by 
too-close 
wells 

A well blowout that spewed 
nearly 500 barrels of oil and 
water onto a central Alberta 
field last Januaiy was caused 
by a company fracking a well 
too close to an adjacent one. 

But no penalties will result 
because the blowout didn’t 
contravene any regulations, 
Darin Barter, spokesman 
for the Energy Resources 
Conservation Board, said 
Wednesday 

“There weren’t any 
specific regulations. We 
require companies to operate 
safely, but regarding this one, 
(a rule) wasn’t in place at the 
time.” 

The board has drafted new 
rules to cover such situations. 
The proposed regulations are 
now being reviewed. 

Midway Energy didn’t 
follow its own guidelines 
when it began pumping high- 
pressure fluids underground 
Jan. 13 near Innisfail, Alta., 
in an attempt to release oil 
deposits. 

“Midway did not conduct 
the fracturing operation in 
compliance with its own in¬ 
ternal procedures,” concluded 
the board’s investigation. 

The result was a geyser of 
oil, natural gas, process water 
and fracking fluids from an 
adjacent well owned by Wild 
Stream Exploration. The mix¬ 
ture tainted the field and left 
a thin film on nearby trees. 

The board found both 
wells were targeting the same 
formation about 1,800 metres 
underground. 

Midway’s internal guide¬ 
lines say its drill hole should 
have been at least 135 metres 
from any other well. At their 
closest point, the two well 
bores were 129 metres apart. 

As a result, pressure from 
the Midway well blew fluids 
up the Wild Stream bore

Suspect in alleged 
robbery shot dead

An alleged bank robber, who 
was shot numerous times by 
two police officers on Tues¬ 
day, died Wednesday mor¬ 
ning. 

Family has identified the 
24-year-old man as Mike 
Grisch. 

Reached by telephone, a 
man who identified himself 
as Grisch’s father said his 
son was a wonderful person. 


“Right now I’m grieving. 
Right now everybody in my 
family is grieving,” he told 
Metro. 

“We lost a wonderful boy 
for no reason at all.” 

He declined to comment 
further. 

Grisch was shot by police 
during an alleged robbery at 
the Canadian Western Bank 
at 99 Street and 21 Avenue 
on Tuesday afternoon. 

Edmonton Police Services 
responded to a report of an 
armed robbery just before 
2 p.m. at the bank within 
South Edmonton Common. 

The fatal shooting is be¬ 
ing investigated by both po¬ 
lice and the Alberta Serious 
Incident Response Team 
(ASIRT). 

The ASIRT investigation 
is examining the actions of 


the police officers. 

“It is still in its very early 
stages,” said Sarah Jackson, 
a spokesperson with ASIRT. 

“The investigators are 
collecting the witness infor¬ 
mation from the people that 
were on the scene yesterday 
and anyone else they deem 
crucial to the case.” 

On Tuesday, Clifton Purvis, 
executive director of ASIRT, 
said the alleged robbery sus¬ 
pect was struck “numerous” 
times by two uniformed 
members of the Edmonton 
police. He was transported 
to hospital in what was later 
labeled by police as life- 
threatening condition. 

ASIRT has not released in¬ 
formation on whether Grisch 
fired any shots at police.

City charters for Calgary 
and Edmonton likely won’t 
be completed on schedule 
as the cities and the prov¬ 
ince can’t seem to agree 
what the charters should 
achieve. 

The province started 
down the process of creat¬ 
ing the charters this past 
summer, but in a year-end 
interview with Metro, Pre¬ 
mier Alison Redford said 
they likely won’t be com¬ 
ing to the legislature next 
spring, or even before next 
fall’s elections. 

“My sense is we won’t 


have anything in place be¬ 
fore the municipal elec¬ 
tions,” she said. 

Redford said it appears 
Edmonton and Calgary’s 
mayors have different ideas 
about what the charters 
should achieve. 

“I think everyone came 
to the table with a differ¬ 
ent set of expectations, so I 
think the first part is to try 
and figure out what every¬ 
one’s expectations are,” she 
said. 

The charters were sup¬ 
posed to be new legislative 
tools that would allow the 
province’s biggest cities to 
better address some of their 
unique challenges. Both 
mayors were hoping they 
would provide new tax pow¬ 
ers to meet city challenges. 

Edmonton Mayor Ste¬ 
phen Mandel said he be¬ 
lieves the city has done 
everything it can to bring 
the charters forward. 

“It’s very disappointing 
that we had a set timetable 
to get this done and it’s not 
going anywhere and it’s not

for a lack of trying on our 
part,” he said.

Teacher 
contract talks 
breakdown 

Talks between Alberta teach¬ 
ers, the province and the 
school boards association 
have officially broken down, 
sending contract negotiations 
back to local school boards. 

But the move to ne¬ 
gotiating contracts with 
local school boards — the 
common practice prior to 
establishing a province-wide 
framework in 2007 — should 
not concern parents, said 
both the educa¬ 


tion minister Jeff Johnson 
and Alberta Teachers’ Asso¬ 
ciation (ATA) president Carol 
Henderson. 

Henderson said Albertans 
sending their little ones off 
to school should be taking a 
keen interest in workplace 
issues currently plaguing 
teachers, including large 
class sizes and the resulting 
inability to properly attend to 
students with special needs. 

“We’re disappointed that 
this didn’t happen,” Hen¬ 
derson added. “The minister 
and the premier, we believe, 
have missed an enormous 
opportunity to improve 
classroom conditions with 
children and 
to contain their costs.” 


Johnson has said in the 
past he was not comfortable 
with restricting assigned 
hours for teachers; the ATA 
wanted to cap that total 
at 1,200 per year and was 
willing to agree to a two-year 
freeze on salary grids in 
return. 

The minister said Wed¬ 
nesday the ATA pushed to 
keep veto powers over po¬ 
tential changes to teaching 
policy and accompanying 
legislation. “We do want to 
have a discussion about what 
a 21st-century teacher looks 
like,” he said, adding the ATA 
had maintained veto power 
for the past five years under 
the previous contract.

A man is in hospital with ser¬ 
ious injuries after a central 
Edmonton house exploded 
early Wednesday morning in 
a fire that investigators are 
saying was deliberately set.

At least one Conservative 
MP says he’ll vote against a 
private member’s bill that 
would force unions to open 
their books to the public. 

Brent Rathgeber says he 
knows he’s in the minor¬ 
ity within the Conservative 
caucus. 

But the Edmonton-area 
MP says while union fi¬ 
nances should be fully dis¬ 
closed to union members, 
how those organizations 
spend their money is no¬ 
body else’s business. 

“I do not see that non¬ 
members of unions such as 
myself have any interest in 
how the unions spend those 
dues,” said Brent Rathgeber. 

Conservative backbench¬ 
er Russ Hiebert’s financial 
transparency legislation, 
Bill C-377, comes up for a 



final vote later today in the 
House of Commons. 

If it becomes law, unions 
would be required to, 
among other things, pub¬ 
licly disclose how much 
money they spend on polit¬ 
ical activities. 

Labour groups call it an 
attack on unions.

One woman is in hospital 
with serious injuries after 
being stabbed at a down¬ 
town Edmonton high-rise.

Police believe she was 
stabbed with a long folding 
hunting knife, which may 
have been discarded near 
the scene.

A galaxy once considered the 
oldest has reclaimed its title, 
scientists reported Wednesday. 

Poring through Hubble 
Space Telescope photos, the 
team recalculated the galaxy’s 
age and determined it is actual¬ 
ly 13.3 billion years old — not a 
mere 13.2 billion. 

The dim galaxy filled with 
blue stars was first noticed last 
year by a different group of re¬ 
searchers, who also used the 
workhorse telescope to make

the previous age estimate. It 
reigned as the most ancient gal¬ 
axy observed until last month 
when it was knocked off its 
perch by another distant gal¬ 
axy. 

Now it’s back on top after 
the team used a longer expos¬ 
ure time to get a clearer view. 

Besides refining the galaxy’s 
age, they found half a dozen 
new early ones. Scientists are 
excited about the bounty of 
early galaxies, which should 
help refine theories about the 
formation of the first stars. 

Astronomers think galaxies 
started appearing after the Big 
Bang, the explosion believed to 
have created the universe 13.7 
billion years ago. Our Milky 
Way — one of hundreds of 
billions of galaxies — formed 
about 10 billion years ago. 

Launched in 1990, Hubble 
has consistently peered back in 
time to reveal ancient and dis¬ 
tant objects. 

As far back as Hubble can 
see, it still can’t capture the 
earliest galaxies. That job is left 
to its more powerful successor, 
the James Webb Telescope, to 
be launched in 2018.

Savile ‘unprecedented’ 



199 crimes suspected. 

Police publish update 
on sexual-abuse claims 
against BBC presenter 


The late BBC entertainer Jimmy 
Savile is a suspect in 199 crimes 
recorded so far, including doz¬ 
ens of cases of rape, British 
police said Wednesday. They 
described the level of sexual- 
abuse allegations against Savile 
as “unprecedented in the U.K.” 

The accusations against 
Savile, who died last year at 
age 84, grew after five women 
said during a TV program 
broadcast in October that 
they’d been sexually abused by 
the presenter. The claims trig¬ 
gered a scandal that rocked the 
BBC, which has been accused 
of failing to report allegations 
against Savile while making 
shows praising him. 

Police said they are putting 
together a report on Savile’s ac¬ 
tivities based on the alleged vic¬ 
tims’ evidence, expected to be 
published early next year. On 
Wednesday, police published 
an update on the probe. 

Most of those people who 


came forward were women 
who alleged sexual abuse when 
they were young, police said. 

A broader police investiga¬ 
tion into sex abuse spurred by 
the claims against Savile has 
so far detained seven suspects 
for questioning. They included 
former pop star Gary Glitter, 
68, whose real name is Paul 
Gadd, and well-known publi¬ 
cist Max Clifford. 

No criminal charges have 
been filed.

A father who stabbed his 
children to death will be a 
free man, less than four years 
later. 

Guy Turcotte has been 
granted his release, with con¬ 
ditions, from a psychiatric in¬ 
stitution. The cardiologist had 
been found not criminally 
responsible for killing his two 
children and, since last year’s 
court verdict, he had been in 
Montreal’s Pinel institute. 

His case provoked a tor¬ 
rent of outrage in Quebec, 
where Turcotte is a household 


name. 

He had admitted to stab¬ 
bing his young children 46 
times but said he didn’t re¬ 
member doing it, hadn’t 
wanted to do it and had been 
experiencing blackouts on 
the night of the killings. 

He said he was distraught 
over the breakup of his mar¬ 
riage. His wife had left him 
for a family friend who was 
her personal trainer. 

Turcotte’s release was 
unanimously approved today 
by a three-member panel. 


He will have to get annual 
mental-health checkups, con¬ 
tinue his therapy, stay out of 
trouble and avoid all contact 
with his ex-wife. But his legal 
woes are not over yet: The 
Crown has filed to appeal the 
2011 court verdict. 

The Tories plan to intro¬ 
duce a bill in the House of 
Commons early next year 
that would make the safety of 
the public the paramount fac¬ 
tor for review boards that de¬ 
termine an offender’s release.

Alleged plot 
to murder 
Justin Bieber 
thwarted

A police affidavit alleges that 
two prison inmates and a 
nephew were hatching a plot 
to murder Bieber and his dir¬ 
ector of security while the 
singer was in New York for 
shows on Nov. 28 and 29. 

Details of the grisly plan — 
which involved strangling two 
other victims with a paisley tie 
and then castrating them — 
were revealed Wednesday in 
an affidavit for arrest obtained 
by New Mexico State Police. 

But the plot may have been 
thwarted by a missed highway 
exit and a pair of recorded 
phone calls between an in¬ 
mate and one of the accused. 

According to the affidavit, 
the plan was hatched behind 
bars after inmate Dana Martin 
was transferred from a Florida 
prison to the Southern New 
Mexico Corrections Facility in 
April. 

Martin, 45, serving a life 
sentence for the rape and mur¬ 
der of a 15-year-old girl in Ver¬ 
mont, was reportedly obsessed 
with Bieber. He had written 
him letters and even had a tat¬ 
too of the singer on his leg. 

He allegedly recruited 
Mark Aaron Staalce, 41, a 
fellow inmate at the time, 
after Staalce noticed the tattoo

He also told 
Staake that he had con¬ 
nections to Chinese gangs 
in New York, who had 
"sanctioned" the murders, 
according to the affidavit. 


on his leg. The plan was to kill 
four people in two states, with 
Bieber as the main target. 

Oddly, the details were 
spilled on Nov. 20, when Mar¬ 
tin asked to speak to police, 
telling them Staake (who had 
been released on probation 
on Oct. 22) and his nephew, 
Tanner Ruane, 23, had been 
planning to commit the first 
two murders — neither of 
them Bieber. New Mexico po¬ 
lice declined to identify those 
intended victims. 

Martin is serving consecu¬ 
tive life sentences for mur¬ 
ders committed in 2000. The 
strangulation murder of the 
15-year-old girl was a “case of 
jealousy,” police told The Asso¬ 
ciated Press.

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Argentina. Sex-slavery 
acquittals spur protest 


The acquittal of 13 people ac¬ 
cused of kidnapping a young 
mother and forcing her to 
work for years as a sex slave 
spread shock and outrage 
across Argentina on Wednes¬ 
day, prompting street protests 
and calls by political leaders to 
impeach the three judges who 
delivered the verdict. 

Many called the ruling a set¬ 
back for Argentina’s efforts to 
combat sex trafficking, which 
began largely as a result of Su- 
sana Trimarco’s one-woman, 
decade-long quest to find her 
missing daughter, “Marita” 
Veron. Her lawyers said they 
would pursue appeals. 


Trimarco’s search exposed 
an underworld of organized- 
crime figures who operate 
brothels with protection from 
authorities across Argentina. 

Security Minister Nilda 
Garre called the verdict “a tre¬ 
mendous slap in the face for 
the prospect of justice.” 

It “made society feel deeply 
the drama of this kind of 21st- 
century slaveiy, covered up for 
decades by the customs of a net¬ 
work of machista culture,” she 
said, and “renders invisible the 
suffering of the victims of hu¬ 
man trafficking networks and 
sexual exploitation...”

tect of the murder of some 
8,000 Muslim men and boys at 
the Srebrenica enclave in east¬ 
ern Bosnia in July 1995. 

“The accused not only had 


knowledge of genocidal intent 
of others but also possessed 
it himself,” Presiding Judge 
Christoph Fluegge said. “He is 
therefore responsible for the 
crime of genocide.”

Many of those targeted in 
the campaign are Christians, 
who make up about 10 per cent 
of Egypt’s population of 85 mil¬ 
lion. 

Saber was arrested Sept. 13 
after neighbours complained 
he had shared on Facebook the 
amateur film made in the U.S. 
that sparked protests across the 
Muslim world. His arrest came 
during a wave of public outrage 
over the film, produced by an 
Egyptian-American Copt. 

At the time, an angry mob 
surrounded Saber’s house, 
calling for his death and ac¬ 
cusing him of heresy, athe¬ 
ism and of promoting the 
Innocence of Muslims.

Buddhist monks across Myan¬ 
mar peacefully demonstrated 
Wednesday to demand a for¬ 
mal apology from the govern¬ 
ment for its recent crackdown 
on protesters at a copper mine 
that injured more than 100 of 
their monastic colleagues. 

Hundreds of monks in 
Yangon and Mandalay, the 
country’s two biggest cities, 
along with Monywa, the town 
closest to the mine in north¬ 
western Myanmar, and at least 
six other towns marched in 
protest Wednesday as security 
forces stood by without inter¬ 
fering. 

The monks said they are 
not satisfied with the apolo¬ 


gies made by the government 
so far. Police used water can¬ 
nons, tear gas and smoke 
bombs on Nov. 29 to break 
up an 11-day occupation of 
the Letpadaung mine pro¬ 
ject, a joint venture between 
a military-controlled holding 
company and a Chinese min¬ 
ing company. Protesters want 


the project halted, saying it is 
causing environmental, social 
and health problems. 

Nearly 400 monks accom¬ 
panied by hundreds of lay 
people marched in a human 
chain from the east gate of 
Yangon’s famous Shwedagon 
pagoda to downtown City Hall.

A lawyer for the imprisoned 
nephew of Chinese activist 
Chen Guangcheng said his 
legal team would likely miss

But whether that response 
includes new sanctions 
against the North — which

ally. 

Chinese Foreign Ministry 
spokesperson Hong Lei said 
in Beijing the council’s re¬ 
sponse should be “prudent 
and moderate and conducive 
to maintaining stability and 


avoiding escalation of the 
situation.” 

The Security Council said 
the launch violates Security 
Council resolutions adopted 
after North Korea’s nuclear 
tests in 2006 and 2009. 

Secretive North Korea also 
broke a ban on “any launch 
using ballistic missile tech¬ 
nology,” it complained. 

The successful rocket 
launch is widely seen as a 
test that takes the North 
Koreans one step closer 
to being capable of send¬ 
ing a deadly nuclear-tipped 
warhead as far over the 
Pacific Ocean as California.

Full-blown tablets with 
colour screens are behind 
the decline, the firm says. 
Amazon.com Inc. now sells 
tablets under the Kindle 


brand, and Barnes & Noble 
Inc. has added tablets to its 
Nook e-reader line. 

IHS expects shipments of 
e-readers to fall from 23.2 
million last year to 14.1 mil¬ 
lion this year. 

The rapid rise and now 
rapid decline of e-readers is 
unusual even for the volatile 


consumer electronics indus¬ 
try, says IHS analyst Jordan 
Selburn, but it’s indica¬ 
tive of the broader trend of 
single-purpose devices like 
e-readers and cameras los¬ 
ing out to general-purpose 
ones like tablets and smart¬ 
phones.

I come not to bury Star Trek 
(frankly, Voyager did that), but 
to praise it. 

Star Trek: The Next Genera¬ 
tion is on Netflix now, and I’m completely engaged. To my 
surprise and delight, many of my Faceboolc friends have 
independently made it their priority No. 1, and it’s resulted 
in the sort of long, passionate comment threads usually only 
seen under shared photos of ultrasounds and/or Stephen 
Harper. 

I’ve complained in this space before that too much 
modern pop culture is just the repackaging of ideas we’ve 
seen before. But I can’t deny the movies I’ve been anticipat¬ 
ing most lately: Bobcaygeon 
The Movie (documentary 
based on a rock ballad); Les 
Miserables (movie adaptation 
of a musical adaptation of a 
French musical adaptation of 
a novel); and Star Trek Into 
Darkness (sequel of a reboot 
of a movie version of a TV 
series). 

I can get all snobby at Men 
in Black 3, but if it’s John’s 
Crap: The Sequel, then my 
objections mysteriously disappear. In truth, if they made a 
movie of The Wire, I’d probably show up in costume (rumpled 
suit with vomit stains). 

So, I apologize for my earlier complaints. Star Trek: Regur¬ 
gitation is just fine by me. 

I was the perfect age for the original run of TNG — 11 
years old when it debuted as a juvenile imitation of the 
original series, and 17 when it was over, by then a Hugo 
Award-winning masterpiece beloved by virgins worldwide. So 
going back to the future is a pleasant reminder of my not-so- 
dazed-and-confused youth — I get older, the Enterprise crew 
stay the same age. 

In a world where people no longer meet in town halls and 
churches, some of us get our sense of community by discuss¬ 
ing the legends of Vulcans or Ores or hard-drinking ad execs. 
Whether that’s a step forward or back I’ll leave to you. 

But what fun to get lost in the minutia of a 24th centuiy 
where anything can happen except good roles for women. 
How wonderful to laugh at the stuff they got wrong (Picard’s 
personal computer is amusingly thick) and got right (Picard 
and Rilcer discuss a European union). How satisfying to gauge 
a fellow Treklcer’s knowledge level by their recognition of 
“Make it so” (beginner), “THERE. ARE. FOUR. LIGHTS!” (inter¬ 
mediate), and “All Husnoclc — everywhere” (expert). 

My excitement led me to decide that I’m going to watch 
every worthwhile Star Trek episode, which after several hours 
perusing reviews and ratings online I’ve determined is 30 
episodes of the original, six episodes of the animated series, 

54 episodes of TNG, 69 of DS9, 29 of Voyager and 25 of Enter¬ 
prise. (I just hope the experience doesn’t turn me into a nerd.) 

It’s good to boldly go where I’ve already been before.

While not originally a fan 
of the books himself, Free¬ 
man was eager to join an al¬ 
ready bonded cast and crew. 

“My experience of Middle- 
earth was through the films 
which I think are still great 
pieces of work,” Freeman 
says. 

“From my point of view 
of turning up and being in¬ 


volved with it, it was a pleas¬ 
ure to be with Pete. It was a 
pleasure to be with a crew 
that committed, to get to 
know actors I knew a little bit 
from home, but not very well 
who subsequently became 
friends ...

NHL. League and 
players’ union gather 
in New Jersey, but no 
progress reported in new 
collective agreement 


The latest round of NHL labour 
talks ended with the two sides 
in different rooms from each 
other. 

The players’ association 
and league negotiators met 
separately Wednesday with 
U.S. federal mediators in sub¬ 
urban New Jersey, holding dis¬ 
cussions that didn’t appear to 
have moved the sides any clos¬ 
er to a deal to save the hockey 
season. 

There was hope going into 
Wednesday that negotiations 
could get back on track to the

point they were last Thursday 
before talks fell apart. 

The NHL agreed last week 
to increase its malce-whole of¬ 
fer of deferred payments from 
$211 million US to $300 mil¬ 
lion. It was part of a proposed 
package that required the 
union to agree on three non- 
negotiable points. Instead, the 
players’ association accepted 
the raise in funds, but then 
made counterproposals on the 


issues the league stated had no 
wiggle room. 

NHL commissioner Gaiy 
Bettman then said that the 
offer was being pulled from 
the table. However, mediators 
asked the union on Wednes¬ 
day, if that proposal was back 
in play, would the players take 
it or leave it? 

“It wasn’t much of a deci¬ 
sion,” said Brendan Morrison, 
one of 13 players to attend 
Wednesday’s talks. 

The offer wasn’t formally 
re-submitted by the NHL. Nei¬ 
ther side made any proposals 
Wednesday. 

“There were discussions 
of the various issues involved 
and how far apart we are and 
where we go from here,” play¬ 
ers’ association executive dir¬ 
ector Donald Fehr said. “I can’t 
tell you that any progress was 
made.” the associated press
